the care his Majefty, Jha tbeltowed. upon the differ- 
ent ‘branches of the interior adminiltration. The 
Marthal of thé Diet, and the Speatters of the three 
inferivy Orders, thea complimented-his Majefty, in 
the names of their sefpcttive Howfes, and were ad- 
grtted to the honour of kiffing his hand. 
The four Houles being again affembled to-day, 
the king laid before them the prdpofitions on which 
shey are to. deliberate, one .of which was for the 
¢leGion of .a committee, to which he might more 
operly communicate the prefent ftate of affairs. 
The four Orders resurned immediately to their re- 
fpective Hovfes, aod the Nobles refolved to have 
theit protocols printed and publifhed, in the fame 
manner. as in the laft Diet. ‘The reading of the 
form of Government, of the ‘regulations of the 
Frov% of Nobles, and the ele@ions, which are mat- 
ters-of courfe, will take up fome days, before the E- 
ueftrian Order can proceed to the election of the 
Riaatisee: Oo.
